EDITOR'S DAYBOQK— We 
think it worthwhile to call at- 
tention to the recent action of 
the Illinois Municipal League 
which asked for a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to 
study the municipal money 
crisis. 


It was the objective of the IML 


to have the legislature amend the 


• laws governing cities and villages 


to enable- them to impose a one- 
half cent sales tax without taking 
the matter to a referendum. 
*lCity officials, are certain that 
special tax propositions are doom- 
ed if they are submitted to the 
' voters. The reason: Citizens are 


just, against new taxes. 
* • * 


Anyone making a study of city 


financing can sympathize w i t h 
local officials. It's-a tough job to 
provide' municipal services de- 
manded by the public on the 
money the public is willing to pay 
In local taxes. 


In Dixon, for example, the city 


budget is reasonably well man- 
aged. Yet the day is coming 
when our citizens will be faced 


- with the problem of either pay- 


Ing more local taxes or the cur- 
tallment of a certain amount of 
municipal services. The police 
and fire department cuts are re- 
cent examples.

There is increasing evidence that 


the Eisenhower • administration is 
studying ways and means of giving 
more "home rule" to the states. It 
can be safely predicted, I think, 
that the return of more "home 
rule" will be accompanied by the 
shouldering of niore local responsi- 
bility for paying the cost of home 
rule. 


The same applies to cities. The 


Illinois Municipal League is a 
"home-rule" advocate. It fought 
the legislation which gave muni- 
cipal cops and firemen a mini- 
mum wage. That was usurpation 
of "home rule" for cities and 
villages, the League said. 


But it does a curious turnabout 


when it attkn the same legislature 
to enact laws giving city coun- 
cils the power to enact a sales 
tax without a referendum. Obvi- 
ously the imposition of a city 
sales tax without a referendum is 
a violation of home rule. The two 
positions taken by the IML do 
not add up. 


What all this means is that 


cities are desperately in need of 
funds. 
City officials are artfully 


seeking sources of revenue f r o m 
every channel except by meeting 
their constituents face to face. 


Yet the day is approaching when 


these officials and the citizens of 
any community must realize that 


• the problem must be met at home. 


All of us will discover that ac- 


ceptance of state and federal aid 
is no substitute for laying the 
taxes on the line at home. Pay- 
ment of taxes to the federal gov- 


• eminent and having it returned In 
the form of "aid" to states and 
municipalities is a wasteful proc- 
ess.

It may be that the Eisenhower 


administration's study of .intergov- 
ernmental affairs may bring all of 
us to the realization that if we want 
"home rule" we must be prepared 
to pay for it. 


There's no easy way.

Greece Gives U. S. 
Permission for 
Air, Naval Bases 


WASHINGTON UP)—Greece gave 


the United States permission to- 
day to use 'an undisclosed num- 
ber of Greek air and naval bases 
to bolster North Atlantic Pact de- 
fenses. 


A formal agreement, specifying 


the terms under which the facil- 
ities will be used, was signed to- 
day in Athens by American Am- 
bassador Cavendish Cannon and 
Greek officials, the State Depart- 
ment announced. 


The agreement did not specify 


the location and number of Greek 
air and naval bases which can be 
used by American forces. 


The right to use them will last 


as long as the 14-nntion Atlantic 
Pact is in effect—until 1969.

jlhe Bernalillo Counly Jail: 


I'm not guilty. I don't know 


anything about the murders. I'm 
just cold and tired." 


High Speed Chase 


Only a while before the lanky, 


medium-sized Wable had led state 
police a high-speed automobile 
chase and then escaped on foot af- 
ter two companions "who I picked 
up in California" were captured. 


Wable, finally was captured when 


a woman notified police she had 
seen him hitchhiking on the out- 
skirts of Belen. He gave up with- 
out a struggle. 


He is accused of shooting Harry 


F. Pitts, 38, Bowling Green, Va., 
and Lester B. Wooward, 39, Dun- 
cannon. Pa., last July on the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike, a 327-mil« sup- 
perhignway running from the Ohio 
border to near Philadelphia. 


The two truck, drivers were shot 


in the head as they slept in their 
parked tracks. Their bodies were 
tound within three days of each 
other. Police said they had been 
robbed. 


Wable, alone in the 4-by-7-foot, 


lightless cell, denied knowing any- 
thing abuol the foreign-made pos- 
tol used in the two (killings and 
believed to be his. 


Borrowed Car 


He said he'd left Pennsylvania 


"Monday a week in a car I bor- 
rowed from a friend after a drink- 
ing spree." He said he didn't know 
anything about the car being stolen. 


"I went to California where I 


picked up the two boys, he said. 
V'mcn I vas heading back to Penn- 
sylvania." 


The • two picked up with Wable 


were Marvin H. Parson and a 17- 
year-old boy. Both gave their ad- 
dresses as California, but would 
give no home town. 


A few days after the double mur- 


der, John K. Shepard, 31, West 
Alexander, Pa., was shot In the 
head as he slept in his truck on 
the turnpike. 
He is recovering. 


A watch stolen from Shepard put 


police on Wable'.s trail. He was 
identified as the man who hocked 
the watch in a Cleveland pawn 
shop. Wable had been working in 
an Industrial plant there.

draw British and American occu- 
pation troops from Zone A of the 
Trieste territory and turn it over 
to Italian administration. 


Yugoslavia's new demands and 


protest were made against a back- 
ground of increasing anti-Ameri- 
can and anti-British feeling in Bel- 
grade. In the latest'outburst, an 
angry mob attacked a U. S. diplo- 
matic official and smashed his 
nose. '

Diplomatic infor- 
mants said one idea up for dis- 
cussion is a conference of Yugo- 
slav, Italian, American, British 
and French representatives soon 
to insure that peace is main- 
tained.

The 
government 
immediately 


moved back Into the case, prepar- 
ing kidnaping charges at Kansas 
City against the 34-year-old Hall 
and 41-year-old Mrs. Ronnie Brown 
Heady. 


Their 
confessions 
were 
an- 


nounced at Washington where FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover said the 
two kidnapers had admitted dig- 
ging the boy's grave behind Mrs. 
Heady's home in St. Joseph, Mo., 
before the kidnaping. 


' 
Plotted Death 


Thus the couple plotted the lit- 


tle boy's death even before the kid- 
naping took place. The FBI dis- 
closed the lime found over Bob- 
by's body was bought before the 
kidnaping. 


The FBI said it has been deter- 


mined lhat the boy, abducted from 
an 
exclusive 
private 
Catholic 


school, had been killed about 12 
miles from Kansas City across the 
line in Kansas. 


As a result the Lindbergh law

The 
three were not Identified, and of- 
ficials refused to say that they 
were being held. 


Police were seeking a killer with 
knowledge of anatomy In the 


slaying of Kay Gibson, 33, a street 
walker and narcotics addict who 
reportedly was a graduate nurse 
and nerved in the armed forces 
in World War II. 


Head Milling 


Her torso and dismembered right 


arm were found early Sunday in 
an expensive leather suitcase near 
Columbia 
University. 
Several 


hours later her dissected legs were 
found nearby on top of a trash 
can. 


Her head and three fingers from 


her left hand still were missing. 


The slayer 
first stabbed the 


woman a number o( times and 


then expertly carved her body into 
segments. 


A lone, slim clue was an anony- 


mous telephone call to police a 
few hours after the. torso was 
found. The caller said, "Do you 
want the person in the torso case? 
Get a 1949 green Lincoln sedan." 


Green Sedan 


The call was traced to an upper 


Manhattan garage, where police 
learned • that a sandy-haired six 
footer had made two calls and then 
driven off—in a 1949 green Lincoln 
sedan. The second call was not 
traced. 


The torso was clad in a beige 


sweater from a fashionable Fifth 
avenue store and;black brassiere 
Also stuffed in the' suitcase were a 
man's undershirt, a white towel 
a ruffled curtain tieback and a sui 
of child'* underwear.

when he was arrested here in a 
swanky apartment rented for him 
by a taxi-cab driver, who later

Hall's spending spree and tipped 
off police.

FBI by St. Louis Police Chief Jer- 
miah O'Conncll. Ballistic tests 
n Washington showed slugs found 
n a blue station wagon of the cou- 
le were fired from the weapon.

Worst Law Breaker 


The federation president listed 


as one of labor's major bills de- 
feated by the 1953 Legislature a 
proposal for a safety education 
program in Illinois industries em- 
ploying 25 workers or more. 


Echoing 
SoderFtrom's 
speech, 


the federation's Executive Board 
declared in its annual report that 
Illinois industry has become "the 
worst lawbreaker in the country." 
The board said employer repre- 
sentatives displayed an "astound- 
infjly callous attitude" toward the 
safety education program when it 
was being considered by the Leg- 
islature. 


"Eventually it should become a 


labor - management activity, and 
the proper kind of cooperation in 
the field of safety will then become 
a profitable investment for both 
the employers and the employed," 
the board said.

Months Ahead Critical for 


) 
Eisenhower and GOP 


President Eisenhower and his top budget men are 


soberly conscious that the months between now and next Jan- 
uary are critical to all the Republican hopes of a balanced 
budget and lower taxes. 


All the budget savings achieved or indicated thus far 


will not eliminate a sizable deficit in the fiscal year ending 
next June 30. (The deficit in the year just closed was $9.3 
billion.) 


On top of this hard fact must be placed the prospect of 


an 11 per cent personal income tax reduction and the elimi- 
nation of the excess profits tax on business Jan. 1. Both 
these changes will take place automatically, unless congress 
should unexpectedly vote their retention. And they will cost 
the government about $5 billion a year. 


Moreover, next April 1 an additional $3 billion in regu- 


lar corporation and excise tax cuts are due to take effect. 
Congress shows no willingpess to cancel the cuts. 
•

Add this $8 billion loss to the several billion dollars of 


deficit already in sight and you get some idea of how great 
the president's problem is. 


Of course, he may ask congress to replace some of the 


lost revenue by voting substitute taxes. But the lawmak- 
ers have indicated no taste for this in an election year. 


The alternative is drastic cutting, and even that may 


fall far short of balancing the budget. Nevertheless, the 
latest White House economy orders were the firm proof 
that the administration understands the size of its task. 


The president's public letter to federal bureaus was not 


as* impressive in this regard as was the secret directive 
sent around by Budget Director Joseph Dodge. 


The administration wants first to get further cuts, 


below-budget estimates, in the current year's spending. 
Otherwise it fears federal agencies will not be able to 
adjust to the still more severe reductions needed m the 
1955 fiscal year (starting next July). 
•

It understands that the desired savings cannot be 


achieved merely by cutting back existing programs. Said 
the secret order: "The situation demands a new determina- 
tion of what the government should be doing and should not 
be doing." 


This is a frank challenge to agency heads to re-examine 


the usefulness of whole operations within their control 
and to eliminate those functions which seem questionable 
in any way. 


When you begin wiping out not simply dollars spent 


but whole programs, resistance mounts both in the affect- 
ed agencies and in Congress itself. For the lawmakers 
never have been famous for voting out of existence fed- 
eral activities which benefit their own states or districts 
That is not what they mean by economy. 


"No saving can be considered too small," said the econ- 


omy order. 
Perhaps that phrase sets the key for the 


grimmest spending policy enunciated at the White House 
in 20 years. The question now is wl^ther Congress and 
the federal bureaucracy will act in the same key. 


Farmer's Voice Heard 


Campaigning last year, President Eisenhower told farm 


ers he believed they were tired of having their farms "man- 
aged" from Washington. He' proposed to free them o" 
many controls. 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson sounded the same 


theme this year, suggesting establishing farm price supports 
.ought to be "disaster insurance" instead of a ycar-in-year 
-out policy. 


Recently the wheat farmers, one important segment o 


the big farm vote, had a chance to express their views on 
this issue. The question was simple: "Whether farmer 
would accept marketing quotas on the 1954 wheat crop ir 
exchange for continued high government support prices. 


Some 87 per cent voted to take the quotas and keep hig 


supports. It was the most resounding vote of its kind ir 
price support history. The political meaning of it will cer 
tainly not be lost on Republican leaders from White Hous 
to county court house, as "they plan how to keep control o 
Congress in 1954.

"Here is a hand that you may be 


able to use in your column," writes 
Robert Chow, who writes bridge 
articles in a newspaper that is 
published for Chinese Canadians. 


"After taking part in the Canadi- 


an National Bridge championships 
this year in Toronto, my partner, 
Joe Hum. and I dropped in the St. 
Clair Bridge club for a game 
against two Toronto experts. 


"You may not approve the bid- 


ding of the following hand, and I 
shouldn't wonder, for I still don't 
know how my partner managed to 
find his final bid of six diamonds. 
However, judging from the results, 
there must be some logic in his 
bidding. 


"The king of clubs was opened. 


As you can see, there wasn't any 
problem in the play. It was easy 
to ruff two hearts in the dummy 
and then give up the ace of 
trumps. 


"The bidding was certainly not 


according to the book, but it was 
not without merit. What do you 
think—was South just lucky, or 
logical?" 


Both. And perhaps just a wee 


bit more lucky than logical. But 
there is no "book" way to bid a 
freakish hand, and I admire a 
man who bids this sort of hand to 
the hilt. 


On the bidding, South had some

present at birth. 


Diverticula are most common in 


the colon or lower part of the 
bowel. After the age of 40, it has 
been claimed that diverticuln. are 
present in about one person in 
every 20. 


Usually, these pockets do not 


produce symptoms and the condi- 
tion is called diverticulosis. Oc- 
casionally, t hey become inflam- 
ed and the the label, diverticulitis 
is applied.

apart. Yet a time came when Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt put herself at 
this scholar's disposal for a sly babble including one flagrant lie about 
a defenseless individual who promptly caiied her a vicious liar IE 
writing. 


The vulgarity, from the aesthetic standpoint, of the lyric which 


s Miss Tucker's professional "signature" is not disgusting to the 
moral sense. It is, however, an incident in a large-scale degradation 
of literary taste and culture. 
When Miss Tucker bawls, as sne has 


bawled for many years, "Yer gonna miss me honey—" she awakes 
in a few of more sensitive palate, a quiet longing for the sweet dignity 
of "Drink to Me Only With Thine Eyes" and "Jeannie With the Lighl 
Brown Hair," sung by gentler voices 
When she brays "You'll miss 


my kissin," she evokes by very contrast, "Leave a kiss within the 
cup—." The love-song is strictly sentimental and binding on no one 
and tastes undoubtedly do change with the times. But I think the 
poets and the minstrels usually conform to the standards of the pub- 
lic. If they didn't they would vanish. 


Miss Tucker's opinion of her- 


self, expressed with no demure 
evasion 
or 
simpering 
dissent, 


might have been exaggerated. I 
had only the testimony of her per- 
sonal friends to go on and my ac- 
quaintance 
among 
'professional 


performers cautions me not to ac- 
cept their opinions at face value. 
They are given to wild superla- 
tives and only few of those, such 
as 
"terrific," 
"lousy," 
and 


"sweetest guy that ever lived," 
"stinker." 
There are not many 


more in their limited range. And, 
by the solemn word of many of 
them in the several investigations 
of treason in the movies, the night 
clubs and the theatre, we are ad- 
monished to regard even the most 
successful as not very literate fools 
who could be talked into treason 
to the land which gave them gold- 
en opportunities, by any glib prop- 
agandist, but only be he Red. 


I never heard of one who could

Our Fear of Self-Assertion 
Encourages Carelessness

_ Suppose I have a teen-age daugh- 
ter. When Betty makes her bed be- 
fore going to school, it's carelessly 
made. I usually have to scour the 
pots after she's washed 
them. 


Three times this week I've had to 
tidy the bathroom after she show- 
ered. 
This afternoon, she leaves 


school papers strewn over the din- 
ing room table that must be set 
for supper. 


When I tell her to remove them 


I say. "You are the untidiest per- 
son I ever knew. The way you 
made your bed yesterday was a 
disgrace. What do you think I am 
—your personal maid? 
Do you 


know that you burned a cigaret 
hole in my new dishtowel last 
week? You never can take a show- 
er that I don't have to hang up 
your towels. If you don't learn to 
take some responsibility. . . ." 


Betty becomes very angry with 


me. She shouts something at me, 
rushes up to her room and slams 
the door. 


She does not remove the school 


papers from the table. 


I remove them. I do so in rage 


and revolt. 


If I had not overwhelmed Betty 


with so many accusations of care- 
lessness, it would have been easi- 
er to concentrate her attention on 
the example of carelessness that 
immediately concerned us. I have 
allowed my resentment of past 
carelessness to trick me into a 
nagging situation that has impaired 
my authority. 


So when we want Betty to re- 


move her papers from the table, 
it's important to remember that 
while she can give us this cooper- 
ation, she cannot return to last 
month, last week or even yester- 
day to tidy'what she then left in 
disorder. 


She has no-more bontrol over the 


past than we have. Our reminders 
of it therefore confront her with 
pressure of disapproval from which 
•U cu fiat ae mU«U itlitf. 


So, frustrated, Betty discharges 


her sense of guilt and anxiety in 
anger that is really based in help- 
lessness. 


It's offr 
own fear of self-asser- 


tion that has encouraged careless- 
ness in Betty. We dare not make 
a direct demand that she remove 
the papers from the table, but feel 
we must reinforce it with com- 
plaints of past mistakes. So we 
find ourselves in constant conflict 
with her, doing her work for her in 
rage and revolt at the injustice of 
our position. 


Fear of self-assertion stems from 


a dependence on others' approval 
we have not outgrown. We can't 
face the possible consequences of 
standing up for ourselves.

think of the neighbors, relatives 
and friends who may discover our 
daughter resents us. 
To avoid 


possible disgrace by some defiant 
reprisal by Betty, we express our 
bitterness at injustice in complaints 
instead of firm self-assertion. 


Our fear enslaves Betty and us 


in an intolerable bondage. My next 
column win suggest the- way to 
overcome it.

Reiudict Union Head; Say He 
Filed False Non-Commie Oath 


WASHINGTON W — A federal 


grand jury today reindicted Hugh 
Bryson of San Francisco, president 
of the National Union of Marine 
Cooks and Stewards, on charges 
that he filed a false non-Commu- 
nist affidavit with the National 
Labor Relations Board. 


Bryson, a native of Williams- 


ville, 111., was previously indicted 
on this charge in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court at San Francisco. How- 
ever, the 3rd Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at Philadelphia recently ruled 
in a similar case that such indict- 
ment could be prosecuted only 
when they were returned at the 
place,where the affidavit was phy- 
sically filed with a government 
agency. 


Atty. Gen. Brownell said that in 


view of this holding, the California 
indictment against Bryson will be 
dismissed . 


Three Counts 


The affidavit, dated April 26, 


1951, was filed with the NLRB 
here. 


The District of Columbia Grand 


Jury charged the 39-year-old Bry- 
son in three counts with falsely 
stating that he was not a member 
of nor affiliated with the Commu- 
nist party, and that he did not sup- 
port any organization which advo- 
cated violent overthrow of the gov- 
ernment. 


The law provides a maximum 


penalty of $10,000 fine or five years 
imprisonment or both for such of- 
fenses.

Stark Arithmetic 


"Here is the stark arithmetic of 


the matter: Seven years elapsed 
Between Hiroshima and our own 
hydrogen test of last fall; four 
years elapsed between the first 
Russian A-bomb that we detected 
and Moscow's hydrogen test. These 
are not very comforting statistics 


"The Soviets have progressed' 


with unexpected speed 
because 


they have assigned supreme and 
overriding priority to their project 
from the very outset." 


Cole, whose committee position 


bungs him up-to-date information 
on the U.S. atomic program, spoke 
out in a speech prepared for a 
meeting of state and national otti 
cers of the American Legion. 


America's atomic stockpile is 


large enough "to inflict devastating 
reprisal to any aggressor" who 
dares attack, he said, adding: 


Itaply: No 


"But is our existing atomic and 


hydrogen effort big enough and 
bold enough to answer the chal 
Icnge of the hour? My own reply 
is no . . ." 


He urged "a hydrogen 
effort 


comparable in scale, dollars, re 
sources, daring and speed to our 
entire atomic effort of World War 
II." 


Cole said that "perhaps . . . the 


most ominous point of all" about 
the Soviet H-bomb test is this: 


"It more and more appears thai 


the harnessing of hydrogen ener- 
gy for military uses may be far 
easier than was commonly sup- 
rased a few years ago. 


Facto Otherwise 


"If hydrogen-.weapons could be 


manufactured only at great cost, 
and with great effort, we might 
console ourselves with the notion 
hat the Soviets could manufacture 
hese dreadful weapons only in 
small quantities. 


"But I fear the real facts are 


quite otherwise." 


Cole presumably referred to re- 
iable reports that U. S. scientists 
lave found a way to trigger the 
H-bomb without employing the tre- 
mendous heat of a conventional 
A-bomb.

arrest. The fourth member of the 
gang is known to the authorities 
but has not been apprehended.

WASHINGTON — OB — Senators 


Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) and Ke- 
fauver 
(D-Tenn) today opposed 


Winston Churchill's call for a Big 
Four informal discussion of world 
problems. 


The two senators said In sep- 


arate Interviews they believed the 
United States should demand ad- 
vance agreement on specific topics 
to be discussed before approving 
any such meeting. 


Although both said they were 


speaking only for themselves, their 
expressed views -coincided with ex- 
pressed White House and State 
Department opposition to any free- 
for-all conference. 


OKays Plan 


Prime Minister Churchill said in 


a speech in England last week that 
"one good thing might lead to an-, 
other" if the heads of state of 
the United States, Britain, France 
and Russia got together and talk- 
ed things over. 


Hickenlooper, a member of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee, said he is 
against "round-robin discussions." 


"They never lead to anything." 


he said. "If we participate in any 
meeting of this kind, it should be 
limited to discussion of specific 
questons. If the Russians are un> 
willing to agree in advance on the 
topics to be studied, then there 
couldn't be much hope of success 
from such a conference." 


Wants Preparation 


KefaUver, a member of the 


Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, said he thinks the ground 
work for such a high-level confer- 
ence would have to be laid in dip- 
lomatic exchanges long in advance 


"Unless things have bsen work- 


ed out so that diplomatic negotia 
tions have reached the point where 
concrete agreements could be rat- 
ified by the heads of states, I 
don't believe any meeting has] 


much chance of success," he said 
adding: 


"Of course, we ought always to 


keep the door open to confer with 
the Russians, if it appears to us 
that there is any real chance of 
accomplishing anything."

PHILADELPHIA 
to-Some

000 Roman Catholic men marched 
in s o l e m n procession through 
downtown 
Philadelphia 
Sunday 


night reciting aloud the rosary of 
the Virgin Mary in a public prayer 
for peace and conversion of the 
Communist world to Christianity. 


At the end of the line of march, 
1 crowd estimated at 250,000 gath- 
ered on the vast stretches of "the 
Banjamin Franklin Parkway to as- 
sist at the first outdoor evening 
mass in the history of the arch- 
diocese and the second such serv- 
ice in the United States. 


The religious rally was dedicated 


to Our Lady of Fatima. According 
to Catholic teaching, the Virgin 
Mary appeared to a group of Por- 
tugese children at Fatima on Oct. 
13, 1917, and asked them to pray 
for peace and the conversion of 
Russia to Christianity. 


Erect Statue 


The parkway had been converted 


into an amphitheater with a huge, 
glass-enclosed altar erected in the 
center of a traffic circle. Atop the 
flood-lighted altar stood a statue of 
Our Lady of Fatima, some 62 feet 
above street level. 


The Most Rev. John F. O'Hara, 


C. S. C., archbishop of Philadel- 
phia, who delivered the sermon, 
asked for prayers for local, state 
and national government officials 
in the great tasks of their office, 
and finally for peace and the con- 
version of the Communist world. 


Before the archbishop spoke, the 


Rt. Rev. John J. McKenna read 
a telegram sent by Archbishop 
O'Hara to the Polish ambassador 
to the United States, Josef Wmie- 
wicz. 


The message mentioned the rally 


which had assembled "for public 
worship ... to pray for peace and 
to beg God to enlighted the minds 
and move the hearts of the terror- 
ists who have imprisoned Bishop 
Maczmarek and impeded Cardinal 
Wyszynski in his functions ... in 
solemn pontifical mass tonight we 
pray that Poland and her sister 
states now enslaved by commu- 
nism may "soon be restored to the 
dignity under God they 
have 


earned in the past as saviours of 
European civilization.1"

Clarence 
Lanning-, superintendent, said the 
third floor of the mission, wher< 
the bodies of Larsen and Goris 
were found, was divided into mm 
rooms for indigents. 


Fire department officials sail 


the fire apparently started in th> 
rear of the hotel, and that it mus 
have had a good start before fire 
men were called.

The idea under study, so basic 
t could alter the whole complex- 
on of the government's program 
or the aged, is called "pay a* you 
fo." 
, 


Under this syitem, Congress or 
he administration, would estimate 
he cost of social security benefits 
o be paid each year, and then levy 
L tax to pay the bill. 


All Even 


As Rep. Curtis (R-Neb) once put' 


it, "When the year closes, nothing 
is owed and nothing is promised." 


Tax rates and benefit levels 


might vary from year to year, «le- 
lending on economic conditions, 
.he number of persons reaching 
retirement age, the attitude of 
Congress, and so on. 


Or benefit levels could be held 


constant, with taxes varying to 
produce what ever revenue is 
needed. 


This plan, which has some in- 


fluential advocates, contrasts 
sharply with the concept on which 
the social security program has 
been operating for the past 18 
years. 


The present system contemplat- 


ed that relatively few persons 
would qualify for ber.ef|t» in the 
first 20 to 30 years, but that event- 
ually the number would be several 
times greater than now. 


Seeks Tax Level 


So it attempts to strike, far in 


advance, an average tax level 
needed to finance the program on 
a permanent basis. Thus the plan 


calls for tax Income to exceed pay* 
ments greatly in the early years, 
with this »urplus piling up a re- 
serve called the "trust fund." 


Later, when the steadily increas- 


ing payment* rise above tax In- 
come, interest on the trust fund is 
expected to bridge the gap and 
keep, the program solvent. 


Theoretically, the tax rate, the 


trust fund and the level of bene- 
fits evenutally would ' remain al- 
most constant. Actually, to avoid 
too tudden an impact, the tax rate 
la stepped up at .five-year Intervals 
until it reaches 6Vi per cent of pay. 
rolls in 1970. 
• ' 


Congress was expected to make 


minor adjustments as needs devel- 
oped. But the theory, at least, call* 
ed for a permanent and happy 
state of equilibrium extending well 
beyond the year 2000. If a bad year 
cut into the trust fund, a good year 
would build it back.
